When  the  recent  Federal  by-election  was  In 
progress  In  Victoria,  this  newspaper  was  asked 
by  a  subscriber  why  it  did  not  give  greater  sup- 
port to  Conservative  policies.  Its  reply  was  that 
it  did  not  know  what  were  the  Conservative 
policies  for  the  future  In  the  Federal  arena,  and 
so  It  was  proportionately  handicapped  in  sup- 
porting the  fortunes  of  the  party.  Plain  speaking 
Is  obviously  needed  at  this  time.  Mr.  Mackenzie 
King  gave  his  viewpoint  of  the  result  of  Victoria's 
try-election  by  saying  that  he  regarded  It  as  an 
emphatic  endorsation  of  the  policies  of  the 
Liberal  Administration,  and  that  "it  may  be 
trken  as  expressing  the  views  of  all  Canada." 
Moreover,  he  said  that  "the  days  of  economic 
nationalism  and  economic  Imperialism  are  past," 
Uie  Jatter  stricture  being  a  definite  slap  at  intra- 
Ernpire  trade. 

"  There  is  no  burking  the  conclusion  that  for 
years  past  there  has  been  an  unbroken 
'  etbacka  for  the  Conservative  Party. 
Thl*  newspaper  has  not  hesitated  to  voice  the 
opinion  that  what  has  happened  Is  due  to  the 

In  the  late  election  was  aot  on  the  basis  of  a 
Conservative  platform  of  the  future  but  on  a 
platform  of  the  past,  which  is  an  accomplished 
fact  in  legislation.  The  plea  was  made  that  such 
a  platform,  embodying  the  British  Preferences, 
should  not  be  disturbed.  A  majority  of  the  elec- 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  no  danger  ex- 
ln  this  regard,  or  else  they  were  favorable 
to  some  abrogation  of  those  preferences,  and  they 
voted  accordingly.  The  result  might  have  been 
different  If  the  Conservatives  had  a  constructive 
platform  affecting  the  future. 

It  is  possible  that  the  question  of  British  pref- 
erences played  but  a  small  part  in  the  minds  of 
the  voters  here.

It  is  a  residential 
rather  than  an  industrial  centre,  a  Mecca  for  the 
tourist  and  an  Ideal  home  for  people  seeking 
retirement  from  the  turmoil  of  business "  The 
Oazette  places  small  importance  on'txie  political 
capital  Mr.  Mackenzie  King  has  attempted  to 
make  out  of  the  by-election  result  here,  but  says 
that  the  fact  remains  that  he  is  making  It.  and 
that  It  Is  possible  to  fool  some  of  the  people  some 
of  the  time.  Then  it  adds;  "all  of  which  might 
have  been  prevented  if  the  Conservative  Party 
had  been  something  more  than  a  label." 
.  Victoria'*  result  emphasises  the  need  for  a 
national  party  convention  for 
purposes,  for  the  definition  of  a  platform  and  for 
plans  affecting  future  campaigns.

more  Joyous  sections;  and  an  all- 
round  more  masterly,  dramatic  and 
expressive  performance  on  an  ex- 
alted devotional  plane  was  the 
result. 

The  greatest  relative  improvement 
seemed  to  be  in  the  orchestral  sec- 
tion of  the  ensemble.
